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Sir: 

This paper and the accompanying papers are being filed in response to the Notice 
Regarding Power of Attorney that was mailed December 29, 2007 advising that the Revocation 
and Appointment of Power of Attorney which was originally mailed on January 29, 2004 to 
the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) and a courtesy copy of which was re-submitted 
on December 20, 2006, is not being accepted because a 3.73(b) Certificate was not also 
submitted. Please note that at the time that the Revocation and Appointment of Power of 
Attorney was originally submitted to the USPTO (i.e., January 29, 2004), it was in compliance 
with the then-prevailing rules of the USPTO. The rules regarding appointing practitioners via 



customer number, rescission of the rules regarding granting associate power of attorney, and so 
forth were not effective until after the January 29, 2004 date that the Revocation and 
Appointment of Power of Attorney in the above-captioned application was submitted. 

It was a USPTO oversight in 2004 that the Power of Attorney was not changed in this 
matter at the time that the original papers to change the Power of Attorney were received by the 
USPTO. In fact, several essentially identical (i.e., identical except for the caption information 
identifying the particular matter) Revocation and Appointment of Power of Attorney were 
mailed to the USPTO in roughly the same time period and were appropriately handled and 
accepted by the USPTO resulting in the Power of Attorney being given to the listed practitioners, 
which were the registered practitioners of Barnes & Thornburg at that time. See, for example, 
how the USPTO dealt with the essentially identical Revocation and Appointment of Power of 
Attorney in the following matters: 10/055,849; 10/295,782; 10/298,167; 10/298,211; 
10/298,240; 10/298,242; 10/298,245; 10/298,267; 10/298,272; and 10/774,098. Thus, the 
December 20, 2006 re-submission of the copies of the papers that were originally mailed January 
29, 2004 in the above-captioned application, along with a copy of the post card receipt showing 
that those papers were received by the USPTO, was an attempt to get the USPTO to correct its 
early 2004 oversight. 

Despite the foregoing, the above-captioned application was subsequently assigned from 
Advanced Respiratory, Inc. to Hill-Rom Services, Inc. Thus, because of the difficulties in 
getting the USPTO to rectify its 2004 oversight under the then-prevailing rules concerning 
revocation of previous powers of attorney and appointment of new powers of attorney, submitted 
concurrently herewith are (1) a 3.73(b) Certificate listing the Reel/Frame number information 
evidencing the chain of title from the inventor to Hill-Rom Services, Inc. and (2) a General 
Power of Attorney signed by an Officer of Hill-Rom Services, Inc. granting Power of Attorney 
to the attorneys of Barnes & Thornburg associated with customer number 23643.
